.Han liillc d t.j n T rain—Narrow Escape of 
Tw o Lndlrs. 
San F ran cisco , September 8th.—A fright­ 
ful accident occurred at Dak Grove crossing, 
two miles this side of San Mateo station, on 
the San .Jose division of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, this morning, which resulted in the 
instant death of a man named Alleu Wade, 
employed as coachman for a Mr. Corbett, one 
of the wealthy residents of that section. The 
deceased was at the time of his death driving 
the double-seated carriage cf Mr. Corbett. 
Miss Corbett and Mrs. J. H. Withington oc­ 
cupied the rear seat, and Wade sat on the 
front seat. The road along which the car­ 
riage was being driven crosses the railroad 
at right angles. For some distance on either 
side the railroad track is concealed by a heavy 
growth of gum trees. As the carriage ap­ 
proached the railroad the Monterey express 
No. 10 was rushing toward the 
cross­ 
ing at a sneed of about forty miles 
an hour. Whether Wade mi.-calculated 
the distance of the train or the speed 
at which it was going is, of course, not known, 
but he kept on until he got within the line of 
gum trees, when he caught sight of the com­ 
ing train. His horses had by this time got 
on the track and he endeavored to hack them 
off. But it was then too late; the cow­ 
catcher hurled the horses into the ditch and 
the unfortunate driver was dragged from his 
seat and thrown under the wheel, of the 
train. 
His death was instantaneous, his 
body being fearfully mangled and almost cut 
in two. Strange to say the two lady occu­ 
pants of the carriage were uninjured. Oae 
eye-witness says the carriage was not dam­ 
aged or moved from its place by the collision. 
D isastrous Fire In O akland. 
O ak lan d , September 8th.—The Galindo 
Hotel, a handsome structure at the corner of 
Eighth and Franklin streets, owned by Fran­ 
cisco Galindo, was destroyed by fire at 2 A. M. 
to-day. 
The house contained about 138 
guests, every room being occupied. The 
cause of the fire is unknown, but is supposed 
to be the work of an incendiary. Alfred S. 
Baker, a fireman, was seriously injured, and 
two others were slightly hurt. The ground 
floor wis occupied by John H. Paul, a lurni- 
ture dealer; J. Miranda, wine and billiard 
rooms, and the headquarters of the Demo­ 
cratic Clubs. The west end of the building 
was prepared for the office of the Erining 
Tribune, aud the foundations were already 
laid for the new machinery. The guests of 
the house barely escaped with their lives. 
The losses are not known. Some jewelry aD<l 
valuables have been recovered. The building 
was completely putted. The loss is estima­ 
ted at about -$50,000, covered by $20,000 in­ 
surance in the Continental, Standard, Home 
Mutual, Niagara and Buffalo companies.

Whoever would form a correct estimate of 
the spirit, genius and life of Americans, 
must study the newspapers. 
Our virtues, 
our vices, our thoughts and opinions, our 
politics, our trade, our push and pride, our 
weakness, strength, creeds, customs and civ­ 
ilization, ate all imaged in our memorable 
periodical publications. 
The American news- 
pa[>er has no rival on earth in volume aud 
variety of its issues. 
More than eight thou­ 
sand papers appear each week from our news­ 
paper press; more than a thousand million 
copies are circulated annually. 
They cover 
every thought and interest. 
Kvery depart­ 
m ent 
of 
business, 
manufacture 
and 
trade has its advertiser. 
Social, scientific, 
moral, educational, religious, political and 
charitable societies and organizations publish 
newspapers devoted to their interests, and 
filled with their ideas ; but stating the num­ 
ber of newspapers dots not tell the whole 
story. 
One m ust note well the great ariny of 
w iiters who help to fill their columns. 
E d­ 
ito rs assistants, reporters, correspondents, 
critics and contributors of all kinds, which are 
paid and unpaid, includes a large proportion 
of the talent of the country. 
The best brain 
of the nation speaks through the newspapers. 
The latest anu freshest thought of the people 
is to be sought in the bast paper issued. 
Malice, meannets, fanaticism, and the false­ 
hood and fraud which mix with our daily 
life, cannot be shut out from papers ; but 
truth, wisdom, practical sense and love of 
public good, solid learning and courageous 
criticism, are also in force in the newspapers, 
so th at we m ay easily forget the bad elements 
which mingle with them. 
I t is the bu-iuess 
of social science to take an account of all the 
great public forces, to m aik their exact char­ 
acter and tendencies, and to learn their 
amount and direction of power for good or 
evil. 
The newspaper is at once the product 
and exponent of the American mind—no bet­ 
ter, no woise. 
Good probably exceeds the 
bad in the newspaper in a larger proportion 
than among the people, for vices seek seclu- 
sioD, not publicity. In no other country does 
the newspaper exercise such a power as in 
American. 
Americans live, work and think 
through the newspapers. 
Acting as a public conscience, it places its 
seal of shame or honor upon each chapter of 
our history as it transpires. 
No American 
forgets it. 
I t watches to reward the good 
and punish the bad. 
Good men trust it, and 
bail men fear it. 
The power of the news­ 
paper is not the raero force of printed 
thought ; it is the embodied power of the 
public life of the day. 
Kach reader feels 
that he is surrounded bv an unseen m ulti­ 
tude, who are reading the same lines, and 
he grows excited with imagined responses. 
All the forces of current history prove 
themselves 
through 
the 
press.

I t is impossible 
that so gigantic a iorce as the American news­ 
papers should exist without exerting a corre­ 
sponding influence upon the character, affairs 
and destinies of an entire people. 
All things 
educate us. 
Country, climate, scenery and 
society, and business and pleasures ami envi­ 
ronments exert their power on our minds and 
characters. 
W hile few have deeply consid­ 
ered the depth and extent of the influence of 
the newspaper, few will try it. 
A free press 
is a necessary complement of free schools. 
W 'ithout schuols the press would lack read­ 
ers ; without the press scholarship would fail 
of half of its uses. 
The newspaper is a 
public 
agent. 
I t offers to the 
people 
for 
pay 
certain 
sources, 
and 
on 
this 
work as an advertising agent and 
public herald it depends for its support. B ut 
to reckon it only as a public enterprise would 
insult public intelligence, as much as it would 
trifle with public interests and rights. 
In its 
public character the paper enters into the 
ranks of the world as teachers. 
Kdueatiou 
hss two chief factors—culture, or discipline, 
and knowledge. 
The one comes by fit ex­ 
ercise or training, the other by whatever fur­ 
nishes information, by reflection, and most 
of all by reading. 
W ith all our schools we 
could never be an intelligent peorle without 
newspapers. 
They are the people’s libraries, 
the encyclopedia of millious. 
Scholars and 
professional men m ust read books, but woe, 
woe to them if they read not newspa­ 
pers. 
Ever the fragmentary and ephemeral 
character of its articles 
lend occasional 
charms, if not additional utility to it. 
The 
freshness and variety of its articles lure the 


reader on. 
I t talks to men of their business, 
their political parties, their church and them ­ 
selves. 
The men it describes are their con­ 
temporaries and their neighbors. 
I t thus 
adds something of dignity to their daily lives. 
The newspaper of to-day chronicles move­ 
m ents of tnought, as well as those of men and 
nations. 
All find peace in these perpetual 
school and text-books of popular learning. 
Facts will sustain this estimate of the educa­ 
tional power of the newspaper. 
Other things 
being equal, the man or family who take and 
read good newspapers will be more intelligent 
than their neighbors who do not. Sift from the 
American people the foreign importations 
of non-reading masses, and the remainder 
will be found the best-read and most intelli­ 
gent population of the globe. 
The newspaper 
is not advocated as a substitute for schools, 
but as a complement to them. 
The A m eri­ 
can press, directed by men of educated minds, 
will find their way into school-rooms. 
The 
scholars will lie taught their use, and furnish 
them more interested and more intelligent 
readers. 
L et the gigantic force of the news­ 
paper be turned upon the work of popular 
education. 
L et schools introduce the new 
text-book, and we have at work on agency 
never surpassed to make an enlightened and 
free people. 
A t the conclusion Mr. Higginson, who pre­ 
sided, made a few remarks of adverse criti­ 
cism and called upon Moncure D. Conway to 
tell something of English newspapers.

Conway said the English papers are better 
printed than the American, and used also 
better paper. 
American papers use too fine 


, r S5. Gregory defended the American papers, 
and said th at he could buy more good reading 
for five cents in a Chicago newspaper than is 
contained in the London Times, which costs 
more.

L o n d o n, September 8th.—The explosion 
in the Seaham colliery occurred at 2:30 o'clock 
this morning. 
M r. Stratton, the resident 
viewer, was soon on the spot, when it was 
tout d th at all t arce shafts of the mine were 
blocked, the cages being fastened in them. 
Stratton, with a rope around his body, de­ 
scended to the main seam, and heard men 
talking—he thought about twenty. 
They are 
considered safe. 
There is no reason as yet to 
believe th at the pit is on fire, but it is feared 
the bulk of the men have been killed.

RESCUING THE MINERS.

The bottoms of both shafts 
are still blocked with debris. 
U p to 7 o’clock 
a total of 57 men have been rescued, the ma­ 
jority in an exhausted condition. 
M any 
thousands of people are crowding around the 
mouth of the pit. 
The guiding markers in 
the pit were blown to pieces, aud the explor­ 
ers consequently find their work very diffi­ 
cult. 
They will keep a t it all night, iu hopes 
to clear the way into the working by morn­ 
ing. 
So far there is no sign of fire, but it is 
evident th at there must be a large accumula­ 
tion of gas. 
One hundred aud fifty men are 
still in the pit. 
L o n d o n , September 9;li—a. m.—A dis­ 
patch just received from St-aham colliery 
says the rescued now number 66 ; but it is 
feared th at there were 230 men iu the pit at 
tiie time of the explosion.

Germain, St. Guillaume and other roads, 
came fugitives, in some instances compelled 
to abandon vehicles and take to the horses’ 
backs. 
Men were obliged to throw away 
their coats in order to save their lives. 
House after house, ar.d barns filled with tho 
best crops known for years, were licked up, 
and when the fugitives were all counted it 
was found th at there were eleven persons 
missing, not one of whom it was thought 
would escape, but toward morning most of 
them turned up, several of them badly 
burned. 
The following persons were burned 
to death : 
Pierre Currier, aged SI ; Joseph 
Carrier, aged 28 ; Telesphore Currier, aged 
16. 
The Y avier boy is not expected to sur­ 
vive his injuries. 
I t is certain th at some 75 
families have been burned out, representing 
nearly 150 persons.

TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 
The trial of the cases before the Superior 
Court of the People vs. W. B. Cook and 
Eliza Murray npoa the charge of assault with 
intent to commit murder, being the case in 
which Thomas Williams, the old colored 
man was so murderously beaten recently late 
at night, at the saloon kept by the last 
named defendant on lifth, near M street, 
was concluded last evening. It was given to 
the jury at about 5 o’clock, and who re­ 
turned, after an absence of half an hour, with 
a verdict against both defendants, finding 
them guilty of a lower count in the informa­ 
tion, that of “ assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm.” They wtre then remanded to 
jail, w ith bail fixed at 81,000 each, and will 
be sentenced next Monday at 10 A. u. 1 he 
theory of the defense in the case having been 
that Williams was not invited into the house, 
and then asked to treat, etc., as claimed by 
him, but that he entered the house as a burg­ 
lar. and that the beatiDg was from that stand­ 
point, Judge Denson upon this phase of the 
case, in verbally giving his instructions to the 
jury, used the following language as to the 
circumstances under which the life of a burg­ 
lar may be taken : 
“ If I find a man in my room or attempting 
to break in my room under circumstances 
that I have a right to believe as a reasonable 
man, that he is committing a felony, or is 
about to commit one, 1 have a right to use 
sufficient amount of force to prevent the com­ 
mission of crime. I have a right to drive 
him out of my house, and I have a right to 
shoot him iu order to put him out, but I have 
not a right to murder him, and understand 
that word correctly, I mean in the technical, 
legal sense of murder. I may have a right to 
kill him, but it would be under such circum­ 
stances that a reasonable man would have a 
right to slay another. When the danger is 
over, and whenever I have prevented the 
commission of the crime, then 1 ought to stop. 
I would have no right, after the burglar had 
run out of my house, and had got away, 
to pursue and shoot him, except it were 
fir the purpose of making an arrest. If

THE VISIT TO LAKE TAHOE. 
T ruckee, September 8th. — President 
Hayes aud party, consisting of twenty-five 
persons, left Carson for L ike Tahoe at 9:45 
A. M. this morning. 
They were con­ 
veyed to the summit by coaches, aud were 
escorted by some of the leading citizens. At 
the summit they took the narrow-gauge for 
Glenbrook, where they arrived at half-past 
12. 
All declared the ride thither the 
pleasantest and wildest they ever took. 
After lunch they boarded the iron propeller 
Meteor, and made a tour of the lake, arriv­ 
ing at Glenbrook at 4 o’clock. The boat 
was thoroughly decorated with bunting, 
evergreens and flowers. On the front of the 
pilot-house, wreathed with evergreens aud 
flowers, was a large picture of the President. 
No incident on the trip occurred, except the 
breaking of an eccentric-rod, which delayed 
the boat half an hour. On their arrival at 
the wharf they were inet by the citizens of 
the surrounding cuuntry, who weie cordially 
greeted by the distinguished guests, and a 
general 
hand-shaking took 
place all 
round. 
The 
hotels at Tahoe were 
beautifully decorated. 
Moody’s six-horse 
coaches were iu waiting, and at a 
little after! o’clock the party left for Truckee, 
where they arrived a little after 6 o’clock. 
Bunting was displayed from every flagstaff 
in town, and a large crowd was present at 
the station to greet them. The President 
and General Sherman, after greeting all 
present, were loudly called for, and both ap­ 
peared and made short responses. The Presi­ 
dent announced himself as highly pleased 
with ail he had seen, and said he expected no 
more pleasurable time during his trip than 
he had enjoyed during the past day. He 
complimented the energy and perseverance 
of the people of this coast, and predicted a 
brilliant future for it. As the train was 
pulling out Mrs. Hayes was called for, and 
appeared by the side of the President, which 
elicited the wildest enthusiasm. At quarter- 
past 6 o'clock the train, consisting of seven 
cars, left for Sacramento.

AT BLUE CANTON. 
Clue Canyon, September Sth.—The Presi­ 
dential party arrived here at 8:40 this e zer.- 
ing. It was met by the regular east-bound 
overland, on which was Charles Crocker, of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, and James 
Gamble of the Western Union ’Telegraph 
Company. 
The gentlemen and ladies of 
Mr. Crocker’s party called on President 
Hayes and wife, and then the overland 
passed on its way. The citizens of Blue Can­ 
yon expressing a desire to welcome the Presi­ 
dent and General Sherman, those gentlemen 
were introduced by Superintendent Pratt, of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, and were received 
with cheers. No speeches were made, but 
both visitors shook hands with the peopile 
assembled in a most cordial manner. On 
the east-bound train there came up your 
special reporter and General John Bidwell. 
The purpose of the latter was to arrange for 
a visit of the party to his fatmresidence near 
Chico, concerning which he had a correspond­ 
ence some time ago with General Sherman, 
and secured the acceptance of the latter. 
PLANS OF THE PRESIDENT—THE REPORTORIAL 
GIMLET INSERTED. 
Your reporter and General Bidwell called 
on the President and General Sherman, and 
were cordially received. President Hayes 
expressed himself grateful at the attentions 
shown, and said he always felt ready to give 
all the information in his power to gentlemen 
of the press. His son, who stood by, added 
that the party had been particular all along 
on one point, and that was that exact state­ 
ments be made and no fictions indulged in. 
President Hayes was asked to outline the 
programme of his visit to the coast, and he 
responded : “ I shall bs glad to do so, espe­ 
cially if friends derire to know it. There is 
only one point on which I am in doubt, and 
that is as to the Yusetr.ite trip—whether be­ 
fore nr after the Oregon trip. 
Reporter—Mr. President, I am authorized 
by a Commissioner of Yosen.ite valley to say 
that you can compass a visit to the valley 
inside of four days from San Francisco, as 
you have a special train, and can save delay 
in laying over at the point of departure from 
the railroad, as you can run there and make 
exact connections. 
President Hayes—Oh, that makes little 
difference to U3—whether four, five or six 
days. We are out to see what is worth see­ 
ing, and mean to do it. Now, as to our pro­ 
gramme : September 9:h, to join the people 
of Oakland iu celebrating the admission of 
your State into the Union, and the same day 
go to San Francisco. September 10th, I, at 
least, am going off up to an agricultural fair 
somewhere. What is the name of the city, 
or town ? I can’t name it now. 
Reporter—Is it Petaluma ? 
The President—Ah, yes ; that’s it. 
Rei>orter—Will the rest of the party go 
there, too ? 
The President—I can't say, but I am going 
certainly. Then on the lith we visit General 
McDowell: the 12th (Sunday) we remain in 
San Francisco ; the 13th and 14 th we take in 
Monteiielier—no, Montro—no, Monterey. 
That’s it. Yes, Monterey. From the 15th 
to the 20th, in and about San Francisco and 
points of interest about the bay, and will 
visit the Navy Yard, Benicia, etc. On the 
22d we go to Sacramento and on the 23d to 
General Bidweli’s at Chico, and then to 
Oregon. 
Reporter—Then you stay but one day in 
Sacramento ? 
The President—Well, whatever the ar­ 
rangement is. 
Reporter—You are expected there on the 
21st, I think, and to stay longer. 
President—Oh ! very well. Then the 21st 
aud 221 in Sacramento, or whatever has been 
promised or arranged ; then next to General 
Bidwell’», and then to Oregon. 
Reporter—Do you go up there overland and 
back by 6ea ? 
The President—As to that I cannot say. 
The route is not settled. 
Reporter—How long will you be in Oregon? 
The President—We expect to 6tart about 
the n iddle of October for home. 
Reporter—You return by the southern 
route ? 
The President—Yes ; we go lwck through 
Arizona. 
Reporter—M r. President, will you frankly 
give expression to your feelings about so much 


of your trip as has been on this side of the : 
continent thus far ? 
The President—My dear sir, it has been a 
source of wonder and delight. It has been a 
rare pleasure to look on such glorious scenery 
as we have to-day. Of all I have seen, to­ 
day was the grandest. There can be nothing 
to give one a greater sense of joy than what 
we saw to-day. 
Reporter—But you have not seen all of 
California yet. There are other charming 
views beside about Tahoe. Your trip is not 
over yet. 
The President—But this day is over, and 
cannot be repeated. I don’t think it can be 
surpassed. To me it has been a day of de­ 
light..

FROM VIRGINIA TO BLUE CANYON. 
The party left Virginia, Nev., at 8 A. 
Wednesday. At 9 o’clock, at Carson, they 
were welcomed by Governor Klnkead. At 
10 a. m., accompanied by Governor Kinkead, 
Messrs. Yerrington and Bliss, the party, in 
coaches, rode to the Summit and took the 
Truckee narrow-gauge railroad to Glenbrook. 
A fl it car was provided for the party, and 
was carpeted and furnished with a complete 
set of parlor furniture, making of it an observa­ 
tion car. At Glenbrook they took the steamer 
Meteor and made a circuit of the lake, reach­ 
ing Tahoe City, where coaches took up the 
party and conveyed it to Truckee, which 
was reached at 6 p. m. A large crowd assem­ 
bled and cheered the President and General 
Sherman, who were introduced and shook 
hands with many, and brief speeches were 
made. At Tunnel No. 9 Superintendent Pratt 
stopped the train, and the party alighted to 
view Donner Lake, with which they were 
greatly delighted. All the members of the 
party express especial pleasure and wonder 
at the glorious view of Lake Tahoe from a 
lofty point on the narrow-gauge railroad, and 
say it is not surpassed in the United States 
in grandeur and natural heauty. Some of 
the party named the spot Inspiration Point. 
General Sherman is equally glowing in the 
expressions of his pleasure as President 
Hayes, and Mrs. Hayes is even warmer in 
manifestations of her delight with the 
scenery aljout Lakes Tahoe and Donner.

E conomy at the P rison.—A correspond­ 
ent, 11 Spectator,” from Folsom, who fur­ 
nishes his name, makes several suggestions 
and statements concerning the Folsom 
Branch Prison, which are given herewith, 
that they may receive such attention as the 
facts warrant. He says : “ Economy should 
be the order of the day, especially as regards 
State institutions. 
The Branch State 
Prison is, in my opinion, in fault iu this 
matter, and I throw out these ideas for con­ 
sideration. There are ninety persons there— 
men of all trades and professions, and men 
that can perform labor of any description at 
the prison. But I notice there is free labor 
used, such as stonecutters, plasterers, paint­ 
ers, carpenters, laborers, ox-drivers, etc., all 
of which should be doue, I think, by prison 
labor. There are guards sufficient for the 
safety of the prisoners. The 840.000 appro­ 
priated for the completion of the prison 
should be, I hold, used with care and econ­ 
omy. and the Warden should do all he can 
to exhibit such economy by his books to the 
committee of the next Legislature. The 
tearing down and removal of the old board­ 
ing-house and the building of a stable out of 
the same material, the labor upon the 
new sewer, all should be done by prison 
labor. A great defect and cause of much 
complaint in cooking is the use of river water, 
when a full supply of pure water can be had 
by sinking the present commenced artesian 
well. It is down abcut tw enty feet. The en­ 
gine to prosecute the work is still standing 
and all it requires is firing up, and three 
prisoners can work the engine and boring 
apparatus. The high water of the American 
will soon cover the engine, now set near the 
river forcing water up to the cistern on the 
south corner of the building, aud iu that 
case the water will have to bo packed from 
neighbors’ wells. The small item of swill is 
sufficient to pay the baker’s wages, but it is 
given awajr to one of the free laborers, and a 
barley-saek of good and wholesome bread 
goes with the swill-barrel. There are men 
ready to pay for it, but cannot get it. The 
Warden should see, I think, that no such 
waste is allowed, and if necessary, get a 
dozen hogs for its consumption, or else turn 
it into cash. The prisoners receive good and 
wholesome food, and enough of it, and none 
should be wasted or set aside as Bwiil. The 
prisoners have snb-tantial clothing, good 
bedding and shoes, and but few- complaints 
have b»en made iu regard to either. The 
prospect of the prisoners being made trusties, 
and thereby gaining a portion of their for­ 
feited rights, has a great tendency to good 
behavior, and hut very few forfeit their rights 
when once regained.”

No cup could be 
found in the coaches, but Mrs. llayes found 
the horse bucket, washed it cut clean, and 
filling it, drank, as did all the rest of the 
party, amidst much merriment. The process 
of shooting logs down the Y flumes beyond 
Glenbrook was a source of great interest to 
all the party. 
As to the mines of the Comstock, all agree 
that they got as deep into the bowels of the 
earth as they desire to, and that the visit 
repaid for the trip. The President and Gen­ 
eral Sherman say the people everywhere re­ 
ceived them with a simple cordialt.y and 
genuine feeling that has been gratifying and 
thoroughly Americar. 
THE PRESIDENT HIMSELF 
Is a full-bodied man, a little over the average 
height, full greyish beard, fine, open coun­ 
tenance, a clear and speaking eye, well bal­ 
anced head, broad at the frontal and high. 
His countenance at once gives a welcome, 
and his manner places the most bashful at 
perfect ease. He has nota paiticle of affecta­ 
tion, but simplicity and cordiality of manner 
aud expression mark every movement and 
word. He seems to take special pains to 
oblige all. General Sherman is heart}, witty, 
and more free in manner, it amounting almost 
to jollity to-night, when he greeted Eome old 
friends. 
INVITATION ACCF.PTED. 
At Car3ou Mrs. Hayes sent to James 
Gamble, through R. 1’. Hammond, this dis­ 
patch : 
Carson C ity (Nev.), September 8,1880. 
Mrs. JIayes aud the ladies of her party ac­ 
cept the polite invitation of the ladies of the 
Ebbed Society, and would have accepted the 
previous invitation had they not feared they 
would interfere with the movements and ar­ 
rangements of the Presidential party. 
James Gamble forwarded the dispatch from 
Roseville to the Society at Oakland. It is a 
Society of citizens of Oakland for the study 
of the history of science and art, and pro­ 
poses to give Mrs. Hayes and her lady friends 
a special reception. 
THE GOVERNOR’S GREETING. 
The Presided! this evening received this 
dispatch from Sacramento : 
We will let you rest to-night, and all meet 
you at Colfax in the morning. 
Guo. C. P erkins, Governor. 
It was then 9:15, and the President said ; 
“ Very well; we shall meet the Governor in 
the morning then.” Many of the party 
promenaded in the cool air till after 10 o’clock, 
but by 10:30 all were in bed. The train leaves 
here at 4:55 A. M. Thursday, when all the 
party will be ronsed up to see the Sierras by 
daylight. At Colfax they meet the Sacra­ 
mento committee— Governor Ptrkins, Mayor 
Turner, Senator Booth and H. M. Larue, 
President of the State Agricultural Society— 
also the committee of citizens from San 
Francisco. The meeting takes place at 5:40 
A. M. The train reaches Sacramento at 8 A. 
M. shirp. and leaves at 8:20 A. M , reaching 
Sixteenth street, Oakland, at eood, sharp. 
The citizens of Blue Canyon, in honor of 
the distinction of being the first town in Cali­ 
fornia where a President of the Republic 
ever stopped over night, illuminated their 
dwellings, hung out colored lanterns and flags, 
and did all the resources of the town permit­ 
ted to celebrate the occasion.

As a young man, Mr. Mills settled in Buffalo, 
where he soon becamo engaged in business as 
a banker, but on the breaking out of the 
mining excitement iu California in 1818 411, 
his sagacious spirit led him to seek the 
golden shores of the Pacific, not as a fortune- 
hunter, but for the purpose of engaging in legiti­ 
mate business. He disposed of his business in 
Buffalo, and proceeding to New York, pur­ 
chased a cargo of general merchandise and 
started by the way of Cape Horn for SaD 
Francisco. The voyage was a long and 
tedious one, but it was accomplished iu safety. 
U r. Mills remained in mercantile business 
until 1851, when his natural financial cast of 
mind led him to engage in hanking, iu which 
he was eminently successful. Iu 1803 he de­ 
cided to retire from active business, hut the 
Bank of California <vas about to be organized, 
and at the earnest solicitation of friends he 
relinquished the temptation to seek the quiet 
of retirement and accepted the Presidency of 
that institution. After serving as President 
and placing the Bank of California on the 
high load to success, he gave up active par­ 
ticipation in the management until the great 
panic of 1875, when that institution went 
down in the memorable financial storm of 
that year, when Ids counsel and advice was 
again sought, and he took the Presidency of 
the reorganized bank, and largely, through 
his great ability, it was again placed upon a 
substantial footing. His business ventures in 
California have been numerous and vast. The 
organizer and builder of the Palisade aud 
Eureka Railroad, iu Nevada; the controlling 
spirit of the Pacific Rolling MilLs ; the ();1 
and Lead Works, and various other under­ 
takings, attest his far-seeing business ability. 
He has been a large investor in real estate, 
both in San Francisco and Sacramento. 
While his business enterprises have been 
known of men, his private charities have 
been many, and always beskiwed with au un­ 
stinted hand. 
THE CROCKER FAMILY. 
Charles Crocker, the father of the groom, 
is a native of Troy, N. Y., where he was 
born in 1822. He began Ilia business life at 
a very early age, and after enjoying hut 
meager facilities for education. When not 
17 years of age he started out boldly into the 
world for himself. September, 18Í0, he went 
to Mishawauka, Indiana, where he went to 
work in a saw-mill. In the spring of 1841 
he learned the trade of making bar iron. He 
made explorations in Marshall county, Indi­ 
ana, discovered an ore bed, and built a forge. 
He kept up the forge until the fall of 1848, 
and in the spring of '50 started to cross the 
plains for California, lie arrived at Sacra­ 
mento August, 1850, and from thence pro­ 
ceeded to Big Cauou, El Dorado county. 
He weut to mining for six months, when he 
opened a miners’ store. He then removed 
his store to Negro Hill, Sacramento county, 
aelling out the country store shortly after 
and opening business in Sacramento city. He 
went East in the fall of the same year and 
married. On November 3d, during his ab­ 
sence, Sacramento was destroyed by fire, his 
establishment going with the rest 
In 
18t»0 he was elected to the Legislature from 
Sacramento county. He was also a member 
of the Common Council, aud was one of the 
Levee Commissioners. In 1862 he sold cut 
his badness iu order to engage in the con­ 
struction of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
He took the first contract or eighteen miles, j 
and thee, other contractors having failed to 
meet their engagements, the company let 
him the contract foi bull ;ing the entire road 
from two miles this side of Newcastle to the 
Stale line. He was President of the Con­ 
tract and Finance Company, and was the 
first .Superintendent of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, and continued «•> until the road was 
completed and organized, lie rtsigued in 
October, 1863, and w..e i b -n cl-cted a Director 
of the company and its second V io Presi­ 
dent. Mr. Crocker’s enterprise and public 
spirit has becoma » household word in Sau 
Francisco, aud there are few undertakings 
te n d í:.to advance the iuttrests of San Fran­ 
cisco iu which Charles Crocker is not a 
leader. At the present lime he is 1’resident 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
C. F. Crocker, the groom, is the Vice­ 
President of the road, aud a man of remarka­ 
ble business and executive ability. During 
the past five yeais he has been a Director of 
the Central Pacific and a number of other 
roads on the coast, lie is highly respected 
by all who have had the good fortune to meet 
him either officially or socially. 
"EE CARDS OF INVITATION. 
The invitation cards were engraved in 
scrip:, on white note paper. The invitation 
was worded as follows ;

Inclosed with each invitation was a card of 
the bride’s mother, Mrs. Easton, and also a 
smaller card which announced the time when 
the special train would leave San Francisco 
for Milbrae, and the latter place for the 
homeward trip.THE WEDDING. 
At 6:30 o’clock Tuesday evening a draw­ 
ing-room car was attached to the regular 
train leaving the Southern Pacific Railroad 
station, at the corner of Fourth and Town­ 
send streets, San Francisco, at that hour. 
The car conveyed several members of the 
family of the bridegroom. After leaving the 
depot the train sj>eed'd f >r Milbrae, where 
carriages were entered and the bridal party 
driven tith e resi lem*• of Mr. Mills. Wraps 
were removed, and at half-past 8 o’clock 
Rev. Mr. Brewer, pastor of the Episcopal 
Church at San Mateo, took up his position 
in the drawing-room tinder a large canopy 
eh sped bower composed of fl rra! cornucopias 
and smilax. The bride and groom took up 
their positions immediately in front, ami the 
two bridesmaids—Miss Mills, cousin of the 
bride, and Miss Hat tie Crocker, sister of the 
groom—stood a little on each side aud to the 
rear. 
There were no groomsmen. 
The 
members of the two families, and about a 
dozen of their moat intimate friends were the 
only witnesses. Tne ceremony was according 
to the rites of the Episcopal Church, and 
was eloquently and impressively read by Dr. 
Brewer. At the conclusion the bride and 
groom were warmly congratulated by those 
present, after which the time intervening 
before the arrival of the guests for the recep­ 
tion was speut in pleasant conversation.

In addition to the 
handsome residence f ‘i meriy occupied by 
Edward F. Hall, on the corner of Pine and 
Leavenworth streets, Sun Francisco, the 
present of Charles Crocker, and the costly 
mansion of .Mr Gansl, at Menlo, purchased 
as a su nnier residence for the young couple by 
D. O. Mills, there was such an array of gems 
and precious work of porcelain and painting, of 
massive gold and glittering silver, as would 
have furnished a feast to the eyes of the most 
esthetic virtuoso. To compute the aggregate 
coat, would require the services of oue who 
not only could estimate by intrinsic value, 
but who, in addition, possessed that exceed­ 
ingly rare attribute, an unerring kuowledge 
of the fine art.-. The profusion of precious 
gems of goldsmiths’ work, which called not 
only f *r the deft hand of the skilled artisan, 
but required also the higher sense and deli­ 
cate eye of th¿ artist, is ►aid to be something 
simply marvelous.

Mr. and Mrs. Charles F. Crocker will oc­ 
cupy the residence of Charles Crocker, on the 
corner o: Taylor and California streets, San 
Francisco, while the family' are East. Their 
new house, on the corner of Leavenworth 
and Pine streets, is being renovated through­ 
out and placed in thorough repair.
